To  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Ma- 
sons of  North  Carolina: 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  Oxford  Orphanage  here- 
with submits  its  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North 
Carolina,  which  includes  a  detailed  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent and  the  Departments  of  the  Orphanage. 

We  are  especially  happy  to  realize  that  during  this 
year,  a  greater  number  of  Masons  visited  the  Orphanage. 
We  believe  that  their  visit  gave  them  a  new  insight  into 
the  work  that  is  being  done  with  the  children  and  also 
enlarged  their  vision  of  the  beauty  of  Masonry  in  action. 
Again  we  urge  each  Lodge  to  arrange  a  visit  for  its  mem- 
bers in  order  to  adequately  portray  the  program  of  Ox- 
ford Orphanage. 

The  Board  of  Directors  held  its  regular  meetings 
throughout  the  year  and  administered  all  the  affairs  of 
the  Orphanage.  The  Executive  Committee  and  the  Local 
Advisory  Board  in  Oxford  held  their  regular  meetings 
and  made  full  report  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Board  of  Directors  is  most  grateful  to  the  Or- 
phanage Committees  in  the  local  Masonic  Lodges  because 
of  the  strenuous  work  that  was  done  through  the  Thanks- 
giving-Christmas solicitations  for  support  to  the  Or- 
phanage. We  are  especially  grateful  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
the  various  Masonic  related  Bodies,  the  Shrine  Temples, 
and  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  for  their  great  gene- 
rosity in  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  Orphanage  chil- 
dren. We  are  especially  grateful  to  the  York  Rite  Masons 
of  North  Carolina  for  completing  the  York  Rite  Mem- 
orial Chapel  which,  when  adequately  equipped,  will  be  an 
everlasting  memorial  of  love  and  a  continual  means  for 
the  enrichment  of  the  Orphanage  children. 

The  Board  of  Directors  greatly  appreciated  the  con- 
tinued support  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  the 
approval  and  appropriation  of  the  Duke  Endowment. 
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Because  of  the  generosity  of  the  Masons  and  friends, 
Oxford  Orphanage  again  operated  within  its  budget  and 
completed  the  year  free  of  debt.  During  the  year,  we 
did  extensive  renovation  and  repair  to  the  buildings  and 
equipment,  in  order  to  continue  maintaining  the  physical 
plant  of  Oxford  Orphanage  in  excellent  condition.  We 
greatly  feel  the  absence  of  a  suitable  building  to  provide 
physicial  education  and  recreational  facilities  in  accord- 
ance with  the  children's  need  and  reiterate  our  hope  of 
constructing  an  adequate  gymnasium  to  satisfy  this  ur- 
gent need. 

During  the  year,  we  again  operated  at  capacity,  en- 
rolling children  from  69  counties  of  North  Carolina.  We 
closed  the  year  with  324  children  in  our  care,  of  which 
27  were  children  of  Masonic  parentage. 

We  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  appropriate  the 
same  amount  for  the  support  of  the  Orphanage  for  the 
year  1953. 

Again  we  urge  each  Mason  to  familiarize  himself 
with  this  report  and  to  visit  the  Orphanage  so  that  he 
may  appreciate  his  part  in  the  development  of  boys  and 
girls.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  The  Board  of  Directors  of  Oxford  Orphanage  and 
To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  of  North  Carolina: 

The  following  is  the  eightieth  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Oxford  Orphanage  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  North  Carolina,  being  the  report  for  the  year  1952. 

Eighty  years  ago,  the  Free  Masons  of  North  Caro- 
lina responded  to  the  high  calling  of  their  ideals  and 
opened  the  doors  of  an  institution  for  indigent  children 
of  North  Carolina  without  affiliation,  sex,  or  religious 
alliance.  Throughout  these  eighty  years,  the  Masons  of 
North  Carolina  have  constantly  exerted  themselves  to 
make  this  Orphanage  one  of  the  most  outstanding  in  all 
the  Southland. 

We  constantly  endeavor  to  discover  means  through 
which  we  can  portray  the  life  and  activities  of  the  chil- 
dren who  are  in  our  care,  so  that  each  Mason  can  under- 
stand the  work  that  is  being  done  in  training  children 
for  wholesome  citizenship.  We  always  wish  it  were 
possible  to  have  each  Mason  to  visit  our  campus  and  see 
the  panoramic  beauty  of  the  vast  expanse  of  our  Or- 
phanage Home  and  especially  to  witness  the  activities  of 
our  training  program  and  particularly  the  beauty  of  the 
joy  in  the  life  of  our  children. 

Oxford  Orphanage,  being  the  oldest  child-caring 
agency  in  North  Carolina,  enjoys  a  very  close  working 
relationship  with  every  Orphanage  in  the  State,  and  con- 
tinues to  cooperate  with  and  participate  in  the  whole- 
some child-caring  program  in  North  Carolina  through 
affiliation  with  the  organizations,  agencies,  and  asso- 
ciations which  are  fostering  welfare  of  children.  We 
are  constantly  endeavoring  to  appropriate  the  better 
practices  and  activities  to  enlarge  the  welfare  of  our 
children,  and  thereby  to  develop  them  in  accordance 
with  the  highest  ideals. 

We  again  completed  a  year  filled  to  capacity  and 
because  of  our  limitations,  were  not  able  to  give  our  facil- 
ities freely  to  every  call  that  came  to  our  ears ;  however, 
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we  have  maintained  the  historic  policies  of  Oxford  Or- 
phanage in  admitting  children  on  the  basis  of  each  child's 
need  for  our  care,  irrespective  of  fraternal,  sectarian, 
or  social  background. 

During  the  year  1952,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient, 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  North  Carolina  paid  its 
appropriation  in  full.  The  State  of  North  Carolina 
again  paid  its  appropriation,  and  the  Duke  Endowment 
approved  the  program  and  continued  its  support  to  the 
Orphanage.  The  Masonic  Lodges  were  extremely  gene- 
rous in  their  Christmas  offerings,  and  while  a  few  Lodges 
failed  to  make  a  gift,  the  majority  so  increased  their 
efforts  that  Oxford  Orphanage  received  a  most  generous 
expression  of  love.  The  York  Rite  Bodies,  The  Grand 
Chapter,  Grand  Commandery,  and  Grand  Council  con- 
tinued their  generous  support  to  the  Orphanage,  not 
only  through  the  Carson  York  Rite  Fund  but  more  es- 
pecially in  completing  the  York  Rite  Memorial  Chapel. 
The  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  Bodies,  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star,  the  Order  of  Rainbow  Girls,  the 
National  Sojourners,  the  Oasis  and  Sudan  Temple  An- 
cient Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine,  and 
numerous  Masonic  clubs  contributed  to  our  support.  We 
also  received  generous  support  through  the  football  game 
sponsored  by  Sudan  Temple  in  Raleigh  and  its  Shrine 
Club  in  Rocky  Mount.  Because  of  all  this  generosity  of 
Masons  and  friends,  Oxford  Orphanage  completed  an- 
other year  without  incurring  any  debt. 

We  have  been  very  fortunate  during  the  past  year 
in  having  a  loyal  and  efficient  staff  of  adult  workers 
training  our  children  in  the  Orphanage.  They  are  great- 
ly responsible  for  the  great  success  of  our  program  and 
for  the  wholesome  achievement  of  the  Orphanage  life. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  local 
Advisory  Board  because  of  their  generous  and  sincere 
service  to  the  Orphanage  and  its  personnel  throughout 
the  year. 

Again  we  most  cordially  invite  and  strenuously  urge 
each  Lodge  to  make  a  pilgrimage  to  Oxford  Orphanage 
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and  share  a  day  in  the  lives  of  our  children,  thereby  reap- 
ing the  great  dividends  of  joy  that  have  accrued  to  Ma- 
sons. 

Our  report  is  divided  into  the  following  sections: 
The  Caseworker's  Department,  the  Educational  Depart- 
ment, Campus  Activities,  and  Financial  Report. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  each  Mason  will  read  this 
report  for  a  better  understanding  of  the  life  of  Oxford 
Orphanage.

The  formal  education  of  our  chidren  is  embodied  in 
the  program  of  the  John  Nichols  School,  which  is  a  pub- 
lic school,  supervised  by  the  Oxford  City  School  System 
and  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina. This  school  is  a  modern  fireproof  building,  including 
twelve  grades  and  in  addition  to  all  the  Orphanage  chil- 
dren, regularly  receives  about  100  children  of  Oxford 
and  vicinity. 

The  reports  of  the  various  school  departments  are 
as  follows:  The  John  Nichols  School  Report,  Report  of 
School  Library,  Boys'  Athletic  Report,  Girls'  Athletic 
Report;  and  under  vocations,  we  are  listing  the  Report 
of  the  Printing  Department,  Report  of  the  Electrical 
Department,  and  the  Report  of  the  Shoe  Department. 


JOHN  NICHOLS  SCHOOL  REPORT  FOR  1952 


Rev.  A.  DeLeon  Gray,  Superintendent: 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  year  was  405  children;  200  boys 
and  205  girls  and  the  average  daily  membership  for  the  year 
was  391.49.  The  average  daily  attendance  was  382.74  with  a 
total  membership  of  391.  Of  this  number,  375  were  promoted 
and  16  were  retained  or  conditioned.  The  total  enrollment  of 
orphans  was  314,  with  an  average  daily  membership  of  304.5 
and  of  this  number  301  were  promoted.  Due  to  small  enrollment 
in  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades,  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  main- 
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tain  two  sections  for  1952  and  all  of  these  children  are  in  school 
six  hours  a  day. 

The  extra-curricular  program  for  1952  consisted  of  public 
speaking,  debating,  glee  club  and  individual  training  in  voice, 
student  government,  literary  club,  athletics,  physical  education, 
and  the  publication  of  the  yearbook. 

With  the  completion  of  the  auditorium  in  the  York  Rite 
Chapel,  we  now  have  a  stage  equipped  for  home  talent  plays  and 
other  productions,  and  during  the  school  year  1952-53,  we  have 
enriched  our  program  in  dramatics  by  including  in  the  program 
three  plays  by  our  high  school  students. 

Our  vocational  education  program  begins  with  the  seventh 
grade  and  runs  through  high  school.  The  enrollment  in  the  vo- 
cational schools  is  about  on  a  par  with  last  year  as  we  have 
not  enrolled  many  town  and  county  boys  in  these  departments. 

We  are  planning  now  to  enlarge  our  vocational  training  in 
printing  by  installing  new  linotype  machines  and  going  into 
the  field  of  teletype  setting  and  it  may  be  possible  to  offer  this 
course  in  teletype  setting  to  girls  as  well  as  boys  in  connection 
with  our  commercial  course  in  high  school.  It  will  give  our  best 
typists  the  opportunity  to  receive  training  on  perforating  ma- 
chines, as  girls  make  better  typists  on  an  average  than  boys.  In 
the  field  of  printing  there  is  a  need  for  girls  trained  in  this  de- 
partment. 

We  desperately  need  a  gymnasium  in  our  athletic  and  phy- 
sical education  program  as  we  are  using  the  old  Grand  Lodge 
Room  on  the  second  floor  of  the  dining  room  for  girls'  physical 
education.  This  room  is  not  suitable  for  games  because  of  the 
strain  on  the  building.  Therefore,  we  are  hoping  that  in  the  near 
future  we  can  build  a  gymnasium  to  give  our  boys  and  girls  ade- 
quate training  in  indoor  sports  and  physical  education.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  LIBRARY 

Rev.  A.  DeLeon  Gray,  Superintendent: 
Dear  Mr.  Gray: 

I  wish  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Oxford  Orphanage 
Library  for  the  year  ending,  December  31,  1952. 

The  work  of  the  library  is  carried  on  as  usual  according  to 
State  regulations.  We  have  both  the  Elementary  and  High  School 
sections.  Four  pupils  are  assigned  as  helpers  in  the  library;  two 
work  from  eight  until  twelve  and  two  from  one  until  five  o'clock 
p.  m. 

Each  grade  has  two  library  periods  a  week  at  which  time  they 
select  reading  matter  that  appeals  to  them  or  do  research  work 
that  is  required  of  them  in  their  class  studies.    The  librarian 
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and  her  helpers  give  assistance  whenever  and  wherever  it  is 
needed.  The  Primary  and  Elementary  grades  also  enjoy  story 
hour  periods.  I  feel  that  this  is  one  of  the  most  important  services 
a  librarian  can  render  as  it  stimulates  an  interest  in  books,  es- 
pecially among  poor  readers. 

The  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  the  Grand  Commandery,  and  the 
Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  along  with  numerous 
friends  of  the  Orphanage  are  most  generous  in  their  contributions 
to  the  library.  Without  their  gifts  of  money,  we  would  be  unable 
to  purchase  many  of  the  books  that  we  need  to  replace  each  year. 
There  is  such  a  large  turnover  of  circulation,  the  average  life  of 
a  popular  book  is  short. 

We  keep  up  our  subscriptions  to  the  Junior  Literary  Guild 
and  to  the  Young  People's  Division  of  the  Literary  Guild  with 
the  York  Rite  Fund.  It  is  also  with  money  from  this  fund  that 
we  pay  for  our  magazine  subscriptions. 

Our  shelving  space  is  becoming  more  and  more  crowded  and  in 
the  spring,  it  became  necessary  for  us  to  use  the  shelves  for  books 
that  we  had  been  using  for  periodicals.  So  we  had  to  buy  a  mag- 
azine stand  which  is  a  useful  and  attractive  addition  to  the  library.

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BOYS'  ATHLETIC  REPORT 

Rev.  A.  DeLeon  Gray,  Superintendent: 

We  begin  our  report  with  a  lack  rather  than  a  product — 
the  lack  of  inside  recreational  space  for  the  release  of  physical 
and  emotional  tension.  The  addition  of  a  recreational  plant  would 
be  the  greatest  advancement  yet  toward  building  the  sound  bodied 
and  sound  minded  men  and  women  upon  which  the  Masons  of 
North  Carolina  have  so  long  dwelt. 

We  do  not  seek  a  basketball  court  for  interscholastic  com- 
petition of  a  few,  but  we  give  our  whole-hearted  appeal  for  a 
plant  large  enough  and  conducive  to  the  neuromuscular  develop- 
ment of  our  weak  as  well  as  our  strong.  A  healthy  and  wholesome 
disposal  of  leisure  time  is  a  cardinal  must  with  growing  children. 

The  condemned  Masonic  Hall  is  now  used  for  both  boys  and 
girls,  permitting  only  a  few  to  participate  at  a  time.  With  our 
rigid  schedule,  time,  as  well  as  place,  is  a  factor  that  must  be  util- 
ized to  the  utmost  to  give  these  children  their  bare  minimum  in 
recreation  and  therapeutics. 

Football  was  the  main  sport  again  this  year  with  85  percent 
of  our  orphanage  high  school  boys  participating.  The  season's 
opening  victory  over  Rocky  Mount  speared  the  boys  on  to  eight  wins 
and  three  losses  in  the  North  Central  AA  Conference.  The  Orphan- 
age Shrine  Bowl  Game  is  the  most  exciting  day  of  the  year  for 
all  the  campus.  We  are  indeed  grateful  to  the  fine  work  of  the 
Sudan  Temple  toward  making  this  game  such  a  success,  both 
financially  and  in  entertainment  for  our  children  and  staff.  We 
will  lose  ten  boys  this  year,  but  hope  to  field  a  scrappy  eleven 
next  season. 

The  junior  varsity  played  five  games,  winning  three  and 
losing  two.  These  boys  consist  of  seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth 
graders.  We  hope  to  use  a  few  of  these  boys  on  the  varsity  next 
year. 

The  midget  football  team,  coached  by  Mr.  Thomas  B.  Currin, 
played  a  total  of  five  games  for  the  season  winning,  three  and 
losing  two.  The  small,  one-hundred  pound  "Bonecrushers"  won 
over  Durham,  Norlina,  and  Halifax,  Va.,  while  losing  to  Hender- 
son and  Hillsboro.  The  outstanding  feature  of  these  future  greats 
is  their  interest  and  spirit. 

The  baseball  squad  coached  by  Mr.  M.  G.  Talton,  Jr.,  was 
composed  of  nineteen  boys.  We  had  a  fifteen  game  schedule  with 
a  record  of  eleven  wins,  three  losses,  and  one  rained  out.  We  end- 
ed the  season  in  a  tie  with  Roxboro  for  second  place. 

Midget  baseball  is  conducted  by  Mr.  Currin  on  an  intramural 
basis  with  a  game  being  played  each  afternoon.

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REPORT  OF  GIRLS'  ATHLETICS 

Rev.  A.  DeLeon  Gray,  Superintendent: 

The  girls'  physical  educational  department  has  completed  an- 
other successful  year.  The  loss  of  Miss  Louise  Pender  was  felt 
keenly  by  the  girls,  and  they  also  wish  her  much  success  and  hap- 
piness with  her  new  position  with  the  State  Welfare  Department. 

The  girls  recreational  facilities  are  somewhat  hampered  by  the 
lack  of  time.  Many  of  the  girls  have  dining  room  and  kitchen 
duties  during  our  scheduled  hour  of  activity. 

Sportsmanship,  fair  play,  and  becoming  a  good  loser  is  our 
goal  to  instill  in  the  girls. 

At  the  present  time,  we  are  anticipating  a  great  deal  of  fun 
out  of  our  intramural  basketball  tournament.  The  girls  have  chosen 
teams  according  to  ability  and  all  the  teams  are  evenly  divided 
to  offer  stiff  competition.  Recently  much  time  has  been  spent  on 
fundamentals  of  basketball  and  the  tournament  is  the  climax  of 
the  winter  sport.  Softball,  volleyball,  folk  dancing  and  social 
dancing  comprise  the  bulk  of  our  activities  during  the  fall  and 
spring. 

The  summer  program  consists  of  community  singings  for  the 
younger  children;  dancing  twice  a  week  for  the  older  cottages 
and  show  privileges  once  a  week.  Our  swimming  pool  is  the  cen- 
ter of  attention  during  the  hot  summer  months.  Every  child  par- 
ticipates with  nearly  all  learning  to  swim. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  there  have  been  no  serious  accidents 
the  past  year. 

The  need  of  a  more  complete  recreational  plant  is  keenly  felt 
in  order  to  further  develop  the  "total"  individual.  When  a  child  is 
lacking  in  recreational  facilities,  a  vital  part  of  the  child  is  going 
undeveloped.  A  gymnasium  and  a  full  time  recreational  director 
would  solve  many  of  our  "spare  time"  problems.

VOCATIONS 

REPORT  PRINTING  DEPARTMENT 

Rev.  A.  DeLeon  Gray,  Superintendent: 

This  Department  is  functioning  nicely,  and  we  try  to  keep  in 
mind  at  all  times  that  our  main  charge  is  to  get  boys  ready  to 
earn  a  living  and  take  their  places  in  the  life  of  the  State  up- 
on graduation. 

There  is  a  constant  and  a  growing  demand  for  apprentices 
in  all  fields  and  we  have  many,  many  more  calls  for  our  boys  than 
we  can  possibly  fill. 
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During  1953  we  plan  to  do  some  remodeling  of  our  equipment, 
and  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  Superintendent  and  the 
Board  in  this  matter.  There  will  be  more  of  this  to  be  done  as 
the  years  come.  The  larger  percentage  of  our  equipment  is  of  a 
pre-World  War  1  vintage,  and  in  addition  to  becoming  obsolete, 
some  of  it  requires  such  an  expenditure  of  both  funds  and  time  to 
keep  in  repair  that  it  is  not  wise  to  continue  its  use.  The  funds 
allowed  this  department  for  equipment  during  1953  will  be  stretch- 
ed to  the  limit  to  get  best  results. 

At  present  we  have  19  boys  at  The  Printing  Department.  That 
is  nine  in  the  forenoon  and  ten  in  the  afternoon.  With  this  num- 
ber of  boys,  on  an  average,  we  have  three  to  graduate  each  year, 
and  I  sincerely  hope  that  we  may  be  able  to  turn  out  more  boys 
in  the  future  than  we  have  in  the  past. 

In  the  graduating  class  of  1952  there  were  two  boys  from 
The  School  of  Printing — John  Stone  and  John  Nichols.  John 
Stone  is  employed  in  The  News  and  Observer  composing  room. 
John  Nichols  is  attending  State  College,  and  working  part  time 
as  a  Linotype  operator.

REPORT  ELECTRICAL  DEPARTMENT 

Rev.  A.  DeLeon  Gray,  Superintendent: 

We  have  had  a  good  year  in  the  Electrical  Department,  with 
the  exception  of  the  fact  that  we  would  like  to  have  more  boys 
in  the  shop  than  the  six  who  are  there  at  present.  It  takes  several 
years  to  learn  to  handle  the  equipment  properly,  and  we  can 
serve  the  boys  better  if  they  are  given  a  longer  apprenticeship. 

Electrical  equipment  at  the  Orphanage  is,  generally  speaking, 
in  good  condition;  but  the  printing  office  and  main  building  are 
in  need  of  rewiring,  because  as  additional  equipment  has  been 
added  over  the  years;  the  service  has  become  overloaded,  thus  cre- 
ating a  hazardous  condition. 

Three  boys  will  graduate  this  year,  and  if  they  do  not  enter 
the  military  service  will  probably  go  into  electrical  work. 

If  one  considers  the  amount  of  electrical  equipment  in  a  pri- 
vate home  and  multiplies  this  about  a  hundred  times,  he  will  real- 
ize the  repair  situation  with  which  we  have  to  deal. 

In  addition  to  the  operation  of  the  school  and  the  maintenance 
of  the  motors  and  other  equipment  of  the  home,  we  have  done 
three  thousand  six  hundred  dollars  worth  of  commercial  work. 

It  is  my  hope  that  our  boys  will  continue  to  make  electrical 
work  theirs  means  of  livelihood  and  that  they  will  continue  to  pro- 
gress in  this  field.

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REPORT  OF  SHOE  DEPARTMENT  1952 

Rev.  A.  DeLeon  Gray,  Superintendent: 

The  Orphanage  Shoe  Repair  program  for  training  the  boys 
assigned  to  it  has  progressed  through  another  year  in  which  the 
boys  have  had  the  opportunity  to  absorb  additional  training  in 
this  department. 

They  are  taught  every  phase  of  shoe  making,  shoe  repairing, 
and  harness  making,  plus  renovating  recreational  and  athletic 
equipment. 

The  boys  enter  the  shop  at  the  age  of  fourteen  or  fifteen.  We 
have  at  present,  nine  boys  receiving  instruction,  and  by  the  time 
each  boy  finishes  high  school,  he  will  have  spent  adequate  time 
in  training  to  support  himself  upon  leaving  the  Orphanage. 

Our  main  source  of  training  material  is  the  shoes  of  our 
children  here.  They,  being  very  active,  keep  us  quite  busy.  The 
older  boys  are  entrusted  with  repairing  shoes  for  our  friends  and 
neighbors  here  in  town.  The  proceeds  from  this  service  are  used 
to  help  defray  the  expense  of  the  shop. 

We  are  confident  that  in  the  coming  year,  each  boy  will  be- 
come progressively  more  efficient.

CAMPUS  DEPARTMENTS 

HOUSING 

Oxford  Orphanage  is  arranged  in  a  cottage  plan  for 
the  housing  of  children.  There  are  eleven  cottages  where- 
in the  children  are  assembled  according  to  age  group, 
under  the  supervision  of  adult  counselors.  All  of  the  cot- 
tages are  being  maintained  in  good  condition  and  are 
kept  as  home-like  as  is  possible  in  congregate  living. 

The  York  Rite  Memorial  Chapel,  which  was  erected 
at  the  cost  of  approximately  $215,000,  was  consecrated 
for  service  on  May  4,  1952.  The  erection  of  this  Chapel 
represents  a  tremendous  sacrifice  and  a  wonderful  love 
expressed  by  the  York  Rite  Masons  of  North  Carolina. 
The  Chapel  is  meeting  a  great  need  in  the  Orphanage 
life  and  is  providing  much  greater  opportunities  for 
wholesome  activities  to  our  children.  We  are  hoping  to 
have  the  Chapel  completely  furnished  and  ready  for  ded- 
ication during  the  Spring  of  1954. 
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All  of  the  buildings  of  Oxford  Orphanage  are  ad- 
equately covered  with  insurance.

The  Clothing  Department  had  a  very  happy,  as  well  as  suc- 
cessful, year  in  1952.  We  feel  that  our  boys  and  girls  are  better 
dressed  each  year,  thanks  to  our  many  friends  and  donors. 

We  try  to  bring  out  the  children's  personality  by  giving  them 
the  opportunity  of  selecting  their  own  clothes  as  far  as  possible. 
I  have  found  color  plays  an  important  part  in  each  individual, 
so  we  are  putting  more  emphasis  on  this  fact. 

In  addition  to  clothing  the  children,  it  is  our  duty  to  supply 
the  cottages,  kitchen,  hospital,  shops,  and  dining  halls  with  linens 
and  other  necessary  items  which  are  requisitioned  through  our 
business  office. 

We  also  maintain  and  operate  a  modern  laundry,  mending  and 
sewing  room.  The  laundry  which  is  under  the  supervision  of 
Mrs.  Marvin  Minor,  takes  care  of  the  children's  clothing  as  well 
as  all  the  linens  on  the  campus. 

The  mending  room  is  supervised  by  Mrs.  Inez  Beasley,  who 
takes  care  of  mending  the  clothing  after  it  comes  from  the  laun- 
dry. 

Mrs.  Jessie  Clement  and  Mrs.  Tom  Dixon,  with  the  help  of 
several  girls,  are  doing  a  wonderful  job  in  our  sewing  room  making 
the  lovely  dresses  one  sees  on  our  campus.  This  is  also  good  train- 
ing for  the  girls  who  work  in  this  department. 

The  Clothing  Department  proper  is  functioning  more  efficient- 
ly each  year  due  to  the  classification  of  our  stock. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  personnel  of  the  Oxford  Orphanage 
for  their  splendid  cooperation  during  the  past  year  and  also  ex- 
press our  sincere  appreciation  to  our  friends  and  supporters  for 
their  donations.  We  assure  each  that  we  will  endeavor  to  carry 
on  this  work  to  the  best  of  our  ability.

FOOD 

The  Food  Department  continues  to  be  housed  in  the 
old  Masonic  Temple.  This  department  includes  the 
kitchen,  dining  rooms,  bakery,  refrigeration  and  freezer 
facilities,  smoke  house,  and  the  necessary  storage  rooms. 

The  kitchen  contains  electric  and  steam  equipment,  to 
which  has  been  added  a  new  steam  dishwasher  during  the 
year;  all  of  which  equipment  is  maintained  in  good 
working  condition  to  make  it  possible  to  serve  more  than 
1,000  meals  per  day  in  our  children's  dining  rooms. 
Greatest  efforts  are  made  to  provide  nutritious  meals 
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of  wholesome  food  to  enable  our  children  to  grow  strong 
and  healthy. 

Our  children's  meals  are  served  in  three  dining  rooms, 
where  the  children  are  assembled  in  age  groups;  while 
the  staff  occupies  a  separate  dining  room  . 

We  continue  to  operate  the  bakery  and  ice  cream  plant 
and  utilize  the  newer  freezing  facilities  to  more  nearly 
capitalize  on  the  entire  production  of  our  farm  in  season. 

HEALTH 

The  health  of  the  children  was  excellent  during  the 
year  1952,  except  for  a  mild  influenza  epidemic  during 
the  month  of  April  which  affected  approximately  75 
children;  however  this  influenza  was  very  mild  and  we 
experienced  no  serious  complications. 

Because  of  the  absence  of  any  other  epidemic,  our 
per  day  care  in  the  hospital  was  reduced  to  approximately 
5  children  per  day,  which  is  the  best  average  that  has 
ever  been  achieved  in  the  life  of  the  Orphanage. 

The  Health  Department  continues  to  operate  most 
efficiently  under  the  supervision  of  the  staff  of  the  Wil- 
liam J.  Hicks  Memorial  Hospital,  which  is  directed  by 
Dr.  Rives  W.  Taylor.  We  continue  to  enjoy  the  most 
wholesome  cooperation  with  the  Granville  County  Hos- 
pital, Duke  Hospital,  Durham,  and  the  other  hospitals 
which  are  needed  for  the  best  treatment  of  our  children. 

We  continue  to  accept  the  generous  services  of  Dr. 
B.  W.  Fassett  and  his  efficient  staff  who  furnish  the 
treatments  relative  to  ear,  nose,  and  throat  and  fit  glass- 
es of  all  our  children. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  and  the  Granville  County 
Board  of  Health  continue  their  cooperative  program  of 
preventive  medicines,  and  we  continue  vaccination 
against  small  pox ;  inoculations  against  typhoid,  measles, 
and  poison  oak ;  and  immunization  against  diphtheria  and 
influenza  prophylactics.  We  believe  that  these  preven- 
tions have  been  most  helpful  in  reducing  our  hospital 
care  and  in  maintaining  the  health  of  our  children. 
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The  care  and  treatment  of  the  teeth  is  still  perform- 
ed by  Rufus  S.  Jones,  D.D.S.,  with  a  very  generous  and 
excellent  orthodontic  service  of  Dr.  G.  Fred  Hale,  and 
Dr.  E.  D.  Baker. 

DENTIST  REPORT 

Rev.  A.  DeLeon  Gray,  Superintendent : 
Dear  Mr.  Gray: 

I  want  to  present  you  with  this  report  and  short  resume  of 
my  work  for  1952. 

The  general  condition  of  the  teeth  of  our  pupils  seems  to 
be  good.  The  discouraging  time  of  the  year  about  my  work  comes 
when  there  in  an  influx  of  new  children  right  after  graduation. 
Whenever  a  large  group  are  admitted  there  are  always  some 
bad  conditions  and  sometimes  there  are  deplorable  conditions. 
However,  1952  was  a  better  year  in  this  respect  than  1951. 

There  were  a  minimum  number  of  accidents  during  the  year 
involving  the  breaking  of  teeth.  I  consider  that  we  are  always 
lucky  when  it  is  like  this.  There  are  some  accidents  that  do  not 
involve  breakage  of  teeth  but  rather  the  loss  of  the  vitality  of 
the  tooth.  We  had  two  cases  like  this  during  the  year. 

Doctors  Hale  and  Baker  have  continued  their  orthodontic  work 
for  a  number  of  our  children,  as  you  know.  Orthodontic  work  or 
treatment  is  quite  time  consuming  but  well  worth  it  in  my  opinion. 
The  benefits  derived  remain  with  a  person  for  life,  even  if  all 
teeth  are  lost  in  later  life.  I  want  to  compliment  these  two  men 
on  their  accomplishments  with  our  children.  Too,  I  want  to  express 
my  appreciation  for  what  they  have  meant  to  our  dental  program. 

A  total  of  695  examinations  and  cleanings  were  performed. 
465  fillings  were  inserted  in  330  teeth.  Three  crowns  were  con- 
structed. We  lost  two  permanent  teeth  during  the  year  for  rea- 
sons other  than  orthodontic  treatment  and  reasons  of  condition 
upon  admission  to  the  orphanage.  The  year  before,  we  lost  none. 
It  seems  that  we  average  losing  about  one  tooth  per  year  due  to 
decay  in  spite  of  my  efforts. 

Seventeen  permanent  teeth  were  removed  for  various  reasons, 
such  as  crowded  wisdom  teeth,  orthodontic  reasons,  and  reasons 
of  poor  condition  upon  admission  to  the  orphanage.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION 

The  Orphanage  continues  to  emphasize  the  religious 
life  of  the  children  through  the  facilities  of  Sunday 
School,  Worship  services,  Chapel  programs,  Bible  in- 
struction, and  religious  literature  distributed.  The  chil- 
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dren  hold  their  membership  in  and  attend  the  four 
churches  of  Oxford  and  have  the  advantage  of  the  pas- 
toral oversight  of  the  ministers  of  the  city  of  Oxford. 

We  continue  to  provide  Sunday  School  on  the  campus 
for  the  grammar  school  children,  while  the  high  school 
boys  and  girls  attend  their  respective  Sunday  Schools  in 
the  city  of  Oxford.  All  of  the  children  attend  the  church 
of  their  choice  on  Sundey  morning.  We  provide  a  service 
of  worship  on  Sunday  evening  in  the  York  Rite  Chapel 
and  are  anticipating  the  services  of  a  full  time  pastor  for 
our  children. 

The  Orphanage,  in  co-operation  with  the  churches  of 
Oxford,  employs  a  teacher  of  Bible  for  the  public  school 
wherein  two  courses  are  available  for  our  children. 

The  John  Nichols  School  conducts  chapel  programs 
each  week  and  each  cottage  has  a  devotional  program 
each  day.

The  Oxford  Orphanage  Sunday  School  consists  of  Primary, 
Junior  and  Intermediate  Departments. 

The  distribution  of  children  is  as  follows: 


All  high  school  boys  and  girls  of  Oxford  Orphanage  attend 
the  church  schools  of  their  affiliation  in  the  town  of  Oxford. 
All  pupils  are  required  to  attend  Sunday  School,  either  on  the 
campus  or  in  town. 

The  Oxford  Orphanage  is  interdenominational  and  we  use 
the  Baptist  literature.  Christian  literature  is  also  supplied  to 
each  Cottage  once  a  month. 

Our  Sunday  School  classes  are  taught  by  the  members  of 
our  John  Nichols  School  faculty,  with  each  teacher  having  a 
substitute  among  the  cottage  counselors  or  other  Orphanage 
workers.  We  have  eleven  regular  classes  with  an  average  of 
about  twenty-two  pupils  per  class. 

The  collections  from  the  Sunday  School  go  to  the  Shriners' 
Hospital  For  Crippled  Children  in  Greenville,  South  Carolina. 
This  year  the  total  of  our  collections  was  $222.71. 

We  are  all  very  happy  to  be  in  our  new  chapel  for  our  Sunday 
morning  services.  We  now  have  a  beautiful  auditorium  and  enough 
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spacious,  well-lighted  class  rooms  for  all  classes  without  having 
to  leave  the  building.  This  chapel  will  be  a  joy  to  us  for  many- 
years  to  come.

FARM  REPORT 

Rev.  A.  DeLeon  Gray,  Superintendent: 

Our  farm  program  primarily  helps  to  fill  the  needs  of  some 
of  the  other  departments  at  the  Orphanage.  We  grow  vegetables 
for  the  dining  room;  hay  and  silage  for  the  dairy;  corn  for  the 
production  of  pork;  unload  and  haul  more  than  twenty  cars  of 
coal  a  year;  rake  up  and  keep  leaves  off  the  campus;  mow  pas- 
tures, roadsides,  and  hedgerows;  and  perform  many  other  simi- 
lar duties.  In  this  way,  we  keep  busy  twelve  months  in  the 
year. 

The  early  spring  vegetables  were  good  and  our  fall  garden, 
with  the  exception  of  lima  beans,  was  excellent.  Our  summer 
vegetables  were  fair  with  plenty  of  roasting  ear  corn  and  field 
peas.  We  froze  a  goodly  quantity  of  snap  beans,  corn,  field  peas, 
beets,  squash,  and  strawberries. 

During  the  year,  we  doubled  our  corn  production  to  help 
feed  the  increase  in  hog  production.  In  order  to  do  this,  we 
rented  25  acres  of  land  from  Mr.  Benny  Watkins  (the  rental 
to  be  the  cost  of  clearing  up  the  young  growth  of  pine,  gum, 
sassafras,  and  persimmon  on  the  land).  This  25  acres  produced 
approximately  one  thousand  bushels  of  corn.  We  also  cleaned 
up  and  planted  twelve  acres  that  had  been  in  pasture  for  a 
number  of  years  and  produced  an  excellent  crop  of  corn.  Our  corn 
crop  was  much  above  the  average  and  was  excellent  considering 
the  weather  conditions. 

In  the  spring  we  limed,  fertilized,  and  prepared  about  15 
acres  which  the  dairyman  seeded  to  pasture.  We  also  prepared 
and  seeded  about  30  acres  more  of  alfalfa.  This  fits  well  into  our 
overall  picture  of  increased  grazing  and  the  production  of  an 
abundance  of  good  hay. 

The  overall  picture  of  our  farm  year  is  good  and  we  have 
sufficient  hay,  silage,  and  corn  on  hand  to  fill  our  needs.  We 
appreciate  the  co-operation  of  all  who  have  made  this  possible.  We 
appreciate  the  purchase  of  another  tractor  and  other  implements* 
as  it  has  made  our  work  much  easier.

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DAIRY  REPORT 
Rev.  A.  DeLeon  Gray,  Superintendent: 

The  livestock  program  during  1952  began  to  follow  the  pat- 
tern that  has  been  planned  for  the  next  few  years.  The  main 
points  of  this  program  are:  (1)  to  keep  the  herd  on  continual 
test;  (2)  to  build  an  all-registered  herd  (expect  to  accomplish 
this  by  September  1,  1953)  ;  (3)  to  continue  to  encourage  boys 
to  show  animals  in  4-H  and  State  Fairs'  competitions;  (4)  to  keep 
a  large  enough  herd  to  have  a  surplus  of  milk  the  year  round; 
(5)  to  grow  enough  pigs  to  supply  the  Orphanage  with  sufficient 
pork  and  lard  at  all  times. 

The  herd  finished  the  first  year  on  Dairy  Herd  Improvement 
Test  on  June  5  with  an  average  of  8,308  pounds  of  milk  and  272 
pounds  of  butterfat  per  cow.  This  average  was  made  during  a 
year  that  we  had  sufficient  hay  and  silage,  but  short  pasture  dur- 
ing the  summer  months.  The  herd  produced  a  total  of  347,149 
pounds  of  milk  during  1952. 

On  January  1,  there  were  72  heads  of  cows,  calves,  and  bulls 
in  the  Orphanage  herd.  Fifteen  of  these  were  grade;  the  others 
were  registered.  We  sold  $8,149.00  worth  of  animals  and  used 
$7,420.00  of  this  amount  to  purchase  11  registered  animals.  This 
number  of  animals  could  not  have  been  sold,  if  we  were  not  buying 
animals  to  replace  them. 

The  boys  showed  animals  in  the  District  4-H  Junior  Dairy 
Cattle  Show,  the  County  Fair,  and  the  State  Fair.  At  these  shows, 
they  won  a  total  of  14  blue  ribbons,  or  14  first  places,  and  8  other 
places.  They  also  won  a  total  of  over  $200.00  in  premiums,  which 
was  used  to  pay  their  expenses  and  give  each  of  the  dairy  boys  a 
trip  to  the  State  Fair  in  October. 

We  had  141  hogs  on  hand  the  first  of  the  year.  Many  of  these 
will  be  killed  in  January,  February,  and  March.  There  was 
23,007  pounds  of  pork  killed  during  the  year,  which  was  enough 
to  meet  our  requirements. 

State  College  loaned  the  Orphanage  a  bull  this  year.  The 
Staff  of  the  Animal  Husbandry  Department  at  State  has  been 
very  co-operative  in  helping  and  advising  us  on  our  livestock  pro- 
gram this  year;  this  has  contributed  much  to  the  success  of  the 
program.

It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  report  another  good  year  for  The 
Orphans'  Friend  and  Masonic  Journal.  Better  news  coverage  was 
given  the  symbolic  lodges  and  other  Masonic  organizations  during 
the  year  1952.  This  was  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  an  increasing 
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number  of  secretaries  and  lodge  reporters  throughout  the  state 
sent  in  photographs  and  items  of  interest  concerning  outstanding 
events  in  their  respective  communities.  The  degree  of  success 
attained  by  this  publication,  to  a  great  extent,  depends  on  the  co- 
operation of  interested  parties  in  each  lodge,  since  it  is  impossible 
for  a  representative  of  the  paper  to  visit  all  the  lodges  during 
the  year.  We  are  deeply  grateful  to  those  correspondents  who 
rendered  such  valuable  assistance  last  year,  and  we  trust  many 
more  may  be  added  to  their  ranks  during  the  coming  year. 

In  some  localities  our  circulation  is  very  good,  but  in  many 
places  there  is  room  for  considerable  improvement.  In  many  of 
the  larger  cities  the  canvassing  is  still  somewhat  irregular,  but 
we  hope  to  make  improvements  in  that  respect  at  an  early  date. 

Our  present  circulation  is  20,000,  which  at  first  glance  might 
seem  quite  good,  but  when  one  stops  to  consider  there  are  more 
than  52,000  Masons  belonging  to  lodges  in  North  Carolina,  there 
comes  the  realization  that  such  a  number  is  far  from  being  satis- 
factory. It  is  our  aim  to  work  out  a  plan,  approved  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  which  will  enable  every  Master  Mason 
in  the  state  to  receive  this  publication  regularly. 

During  the  past  year  we  encouraged  the  lodges  to  subscribe  for 
their  entire  memberships,  and  have  met  with  considerable  success. 
At  the  present  time  there  are  93  lodges  following  the  100  percent 
subscription  plan.  While  we  consider  this  a  step  in  the  right 
direction,  the  plan  has  not  advanced  far  enough,  and  we  are  con- 
stantly urging  other  lodges  to  adopt  same.  It  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  three  lodges  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  100  percent  sub- 
scribers within  the  past  few  days.  Lodges  subscribing  for  their 
entire  memberships  are  as  follows:

Total  income  for  1952  amounted  to  $366,811.40, 
an  increase  of  $10,574.34  over  1951.  We  received 
splendid  support  from  all  the  Masonic  Bodies  dur- 
ing 1952.  Our  income  from  Masonic  sources,  ex- 
clusive of  the  $50,000.00  appropriation  received 
from  the  Grand  Lodge,  amounted  to  $133,367.95. 
Expense  : 

Total  expense  for  1952  amounted  to  $337,713.69, 
an  increase  of  $46,099.01  over  1951.  This  in- 
crease seems  excessive,  but  during  the  year  the 
Walker  Building  was  converted  into  three  apart- 
ments after  extensive  repair  both  inside  and  out- 
side, at  a  cost  of  $17,027.32.

Dairy  And  Hog  Farm  Drove: 

The  Dairy  Herd  is  now  valued  at  $25,325.00.  It  consists  of  28 
re?i:itered  cows,  15  grade  cows,  22  registered  heifers,  2  bulls  in 
service  and  5  bull  calves.  Animals  sold  during  year,  grades  and 
culls  brought  $8,149.51.  Part  of  this  amount  was  used  to  purchase 
11  registered  animals  at  a  cost  of  $7,420.00.  June  5th,  we  finished 
our  first  year  on  D.H.I. A.  Test  since  the  war.  The  herd  averaged 
8,308  pounds  of  milk  and  272  pounds  of  butterfat.  The  herd  pro- 
duced 347,149  pounds  of  milk  valued  at  $21,870.00.  We  expect  to 
replace  all  grade  animals  with  registered  animals  during  1953.  We 
produced  a  surplus  of  milk  11  months  out  of  the  12  during  1952. 
This  milk  was  sold  to  Pine  State  Creamery. 

The  farm  produced  22,007  pounds  of  pork  during  1952  at  a 
value  of  $6,602.10.  We  now  have  on  hand  12  sows,  1  boar,  14  open 
gilts  and  114  pigs.  Some  of  these  pigs  are  now  ready  for  slaughter. 

The  farm  produced  enough  hay  to  feed  the  Dairy  Herd  and 
sufficient  corn  to  fatten  out  the  pigs,  as  well  as  sufficient  vege- 
tables during  the  season  for  table  use  and  a  surplus  for  freezing. 
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The  report  of  the  Auditor  which  covers  every  detail  of  Oxford 
Orphanage  finances  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary 
in  Raleigh  and  also  here  at  the  Orphanage.  His  opinion  and  also 
several  pages  from  his  report  which  reflect  the  general  financial 
condition  at  the  close  of  business  on  December  31,  1952,  are  pre- 
sented here.  I  urge  you  to  study  his  report. 

In  closing  this  report  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Board  of  Directors,  Executive  Committee,  Superintendent  A.  D. 
Leon  Gray  and  other  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Orphanage  for 
the  fine  co-operation  they  have  given  me  during  1952.
